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"The Old House" from an original 
painting done in 1972 by Miss Debra 
Gross of Hopedale. The house, built 
in 1704 by Elder Jones, served many 
years as a Community Center for 
the experimental community of 
Revered Adin Ballou, and all great 
events of the Community for miles 
around were held here - births, 
marriages, deaths, feasts and 
prayers. It stood near the present 
site of the old Draper Foundry 


and was demolished in 1874.

Article 1. Voted: Unanimously, (Part 1), that the reading of all reports 
as printed in the Town Report be dispensed with, and that the said reports 
be accepted as printed. (Part 2) that the reading of the report of the Hopedale 
Finance Committee be dispensed with, and that the report, as printed and 
distributed at this meeting be received and placed in the records. 


REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the Town by-laws, The 
Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all Articles in the 
Town Warrant involving the expenditure of money, and presents herewith 
its recommendations. Your Committee has met with all Departments and 
various Town Officials in arriving at its determinations. 


The only exception to the above is the matter of Town sewerage. At the 
time of this printing of this report, the Town Sewer Study Committee was in 
negotiations with North American Rockwell (Draper Division) regarding the 
proposed takeover by the Town of the existing facilities. No appropriation 
requests have actually been presented to our Committee and therefore, we 
can make no recommendations. However, we have included the preliminary 
appropriations for the takeover of the sewerage system so that the Towns- 
people will have an idea how it will affect the tax rate. If approved as present- 
ed in the special articles the effect would be an increase of $84, 000 in 
appropriations plus the loss of approximately $7,000 of an annual $10, 000 
tax revenue that North American Rockwell presently pays to the Town. 


This $91, 000 represents approximately $3. 80 of the proposed 5.20 increase 
in the 1972 tax rate. 
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The appropriations for 1972 amount to a total of $1, 901, 033 compared 
with $1, 753, 866 last year — an increase of $147,167. This figure includes 
the sewerage special articles. Major increases follow: 


School Department $37, 000 
Highway Truck 18, 000 
Accounting Machine 19, 900 
Ladder Truck . 5, 900 
Sewer Engineering _ 64, 000 
Sewer Operation 20, 000 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation, covering the operating expenses 
of the town, and other recurring items such as bond retirement and interest. 
While all of these items will be brought before the Town Meeting under this 
one article, any of them may be discussed or acted upon separately. 


Under Article 10, your Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$15, 000 for the Reserve Fund, an increase of $5000 over last year, monies 
to be taken from Overlay Surplus. 


Article 14 requests the sum of $1500 for the improvement of Salt Box 
Road. The Finance Committee voted unanimously against the Article because 
we felt it was not in the best interests of the Town. 


The Committee recommends under Article 26, the sum of $81, 000 be 
transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply against the tax rate 
‘for 1972. The amount of available funds at January 1, as certified by the 
State Director of Accounts was $132, 000 against last year's balance of 
$88, 000 of which $45, 000 was used at the annual Town Meeting. Available 
funds result from unexpended appropriation plus or minus the difference 
between actual and estimated amounts or other items used in fixing the tax 
rate. 


Except as otherwise noted in the foregoing, The Finance Committees 
recommends the approval of all articles as presented, involving the expend- 
iture of money. 


If all requests are approved, there will be total appropriation of 
$1, 998, 033 with transfers of $97,000 from free cash and other available 
funds. A net total of $1, 493, 656 will be used by the Assessors in fixing the 
tax rate. Currently, no word has been received from the Commonwealth 
regarding County and State assessment nor the Town's share of The General 
Fund. These factors could have a direct bearing on our tax rate — up or 
down. 


On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors, it is estimated 
that the 1971 assessed valuation of the Town will be approximately$23, 827,000. 
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The following condensed summary indicated how the 1971 tax rate was 
determined and our present estimate for 1972. Keep in mind that the sewer- 
age appropriations are included in the following summary.

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TOWN CLERK REPORT 


The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled and filed in his office. Records 
of Pirths, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town 
Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was incorporated 
and separated from the Town of Milford In this office, the records of the 
Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town Clerk is ex-officio 
of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are discharged by 
the Town Clerk. All By-laws and Amendments, voted by the meetings, must 
be submitted to the Attorney General for his approval. Unless this is obtained, 
the By-laws, or Amendments do not become effective. If approval is received, 
then the Ey-laws or Amendments must be published three times, a week apart 
in the local newspaper, before they become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household goods, 
must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. Marriage inten- 
tions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office. Other licenses 
issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, and renewal per- 
mits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the pro- 
cessing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for Town elections, 
the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compilation of the total 
vote cast for each candidate.

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REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Just before the founding of the Hopedale Community by Reverend Adin 
Ballou in 1841, de Tocqueville wrote in his great classic Democracy in 
America, ''The New Englander is attached to his township, not so much be- 
cause he was born in it, but because it is a free and strong community, of 
which he is a member, and which deserves the care spent in managing it.” 
In this eighty seventh annual report, your Board of Selectmen can state that 
Hopedale today remains an example of the ''free and strong community" 
characterized by de Tocqueville as a result of the careful management of 
its residents and its elected and appointed officials. The report which fol- 
lows of our stewardship of the Town of Hopedale during 1972, and the other 
reports of the Town Officers in this volume will, hopefully, provide further 
evidence of this careful management. 


Your Board of Selectmen held 24 regular meetings, 6 special meetings, 
and several administrative meetings during 1972. In reviewing the past year, 
the Board of Selectmen has assumed an increasingly active role in develop- 
ing and defining the relationships of the Town of Hopedale to other nearby 
towns and to the Commonwealth. Hopedale continues to serve as the coordin- 
ating town for the nine town Blackstone Valley Consortium of the Federal 
Emergency Employment Act of 1971, and has also coordinated a six town 
effort for the development of a Milford Area Overall Economic Development 
Plan under the Federal Economic Development Act of 1965. The Selectmen 
have also met with their counterparts in Milford regarding mutual drainage 
and sewage problems. 


The Selectmen assumed a leadership role in the fight to strengthen 
home rule for the cities and towns through sponsorship of a proposal at the 
1972 annual meeting of the Massachusetts Selectmen's Association. The 
proposal which calls for an amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution to 
provide that "no legislation shall be enacted which imposes costs on cities 
and towns without either proper state financing or a local option provision" 
would afford greater control in holding the line on local property tax rates. 
We were joined in sponsorship of this article by neighboring Boards of 
Selectmen from Douglas, Northbridge, and Sutton; and we can report that the 
proposal was unanimously adopted at the statewide meeting on October 21, 
1972: 


A major effort was undertaken by the Board during the early part of 
1972, to cooperate with Draper Division, North American Rockwell Corp- 
oration, to develop a mutually beneficial solution to the municipal Sewerage 
problem and to help insure the continued presence of this major industry in 
the community. A meeting was held in January with Congressman Harold D. 
Donohue, Federal and State officials, and Draper management to promote 
this cooperative effort. A great deal of time was spent with our Municipal 
Sewerage Advisory Committee to develop an acceptable plan for transfer of 
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the Draper system to the Town. As a result of favorable Town Meeting 
action, preliminary agreements for such a transfer were signed by Draper 
President Robert G. Page and your Board of Selectmen. The Board has 
appointed Morgenroth Associates to develop final plans and seek federal and 
state financial assistance. 


During 1972, the Board processed and issued 22 zoning permits includ- 
ing 11 referred to the Zoning Board of Appeals for the requisite hearing. As 
authorized by vote of the Town in the 1970 General Election, and again con- 
firmed in the 1972 Election, the Board renewed two licenses for package 
stores and one club license for a total of $1, 805.00 in fees. Other licenses 
were issued for a total of $100.00. The amount of $94.00 was turned over 
to the Selectmen by the Inspector of Wires, Albert J. Shimkus as income 
from 39 wire inspections. In accordance with Chapter 140, Section 157 of 
the Massachusetts General Laws one hearing was held on a dog complaint, 
and the dog was ordered restrained for a six month period. 


The Board, under the authority of Article 7 of the 1972 Annual Town 
Meeting, directed the Town Counsel to represent the Town in several matters 
before the District and Superior Courts, and in another matter before the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health related to the assignment of a 
sanitary landfill site. Attorney Dennis M. Sullivan resigned as Town Counsel 
effective July 31, 1972, and Attorney Robert S. Phillips was appointed to 
the position. The Selectmen wish to take this opportunity to acknowledge the 
cooperation and service of Attorney Sullivan during his tenure of Office. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of the Town Departments and 
Officers for the cooperation they have given to the Board over the past year. 
We especially want to express our appreciation to all residents of Hopedale 
for their continued understanding and assistance as local government be- 
comes increasingly complex and demanding. Through this report, we extend 
an open invitation to any resident interested in actively participating in Town 
affairs to communicate that interest to the Board. Finally, we thank you for 
the opportunity of serving the Town during 1972, and we look forward to con- 


tinued accomplishment and careful management of the community in the 
coming year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Hopedale 


A significant event in the town's educational system in 1972 was the ex- 
pansion of the School Committee membership from three to five. Mr. Bernard 
J. Marcus and Mr. Vincent E. Rubeo along with incumbent Dr. William D. 
Fitzgerald were elected in March to join Dr. Vincent J. Arone and Walter O. 
Hoffman in forming Hopedale's first five-member Board of Education. 


During 1972 the Committee met sixteen times in regular sessions and ten 
times in negotiating sessions by its sub committee. Individual members also 
attended area school committee meetings and the state conference of the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees at Hyannis. Dr. Fitzgerald 
also was involved in several sessions involving Regional School discussions. 


Reviewing briefly some of the highlights of 1972, educationally, the fourth 
grades were reorganized into self-contained classrooms, with pupils grouped 
heterogeniously, thus following the pattern adopted in the fifth and sixth grades 
in the previous year. This design allows individualized instruction to pre- 
dominate and largely eliminates homogeneous grouping on a whole class basis. 
A formal guidance program was inaugurated in the elementary grades in 
September with Miss Dorothy D'Alessandro being appointed to organize and 
develop this program. At the junior-senior high school level, an experimental 
curriculum of mini-courses was organized with considerable interest being 
displayed by students. The courses, which were conducted for three weeks, 
covered a variety of subjects not previously offered and were taught by faculty 
members and several other individuals outside of the regular staff. The Work- 
Study Program was continued and expanded. 


The school system was fortunate in being allocated two employees under 
the Federal Emergency Employment Act. Mr. Antonio Niro, Jr. served as 
a research assistant in assembling and rewriting School Committee policies. 
Miss Melissa Gould was employed as a secretarial assistant in the various 
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school offices, 

The school buildings continued to undergo changes designed to keep them 
adequately maintained. The flat roof areas of the high school building were 
repaired bringing that three-year project to a close. The pitched roof on the 
older portion of that building must now be renewed. Two sets of exterior 
doors were replaced by aluminum entranceways. The outside window area of 
the original building was repainted. The stage area in the Dennett Auditorium 
was resurfaced. The inter-com system console was relocated to the prin- 
cipal's office. New cafeteria furnishings were purchased to replace the worn 
out tables and chairs obtained many years ago from the old Draper cafeteria. 


In the elementary schools, some additional equipment in the Memorial 
School library area was obtained. Outside painting was done on that building 
and more extensive equipment in the form of teaching aids was added. 


A word is again inserted concerning our 1898-Vintage Dutcher Street 
School. This building continues to show deterioration in the roof and gutter 
system. in the cracking of tile floors, in the increased draftiness from loose 
window casings, and in the heat and ventilation system. Overshadowing the 
latter item is the possibility that the steam for heating now supplied by North 
American Rockwell may, at some not too remote date, be cut off. What is 
perhaps even more significant is the fact that the educational facilities offered 
the middle grade classes in the Dutcher Street building are far from adequate 
by modern standards. The town is faced with a reasonably early decision 
regarding the replacement of this building which is becoming obsolete both 
educationally and as a physical plant. 


In concluding the highlights of the past year, mention is made of some 
special topics which have been of concern in the school system. A Student 
Advisory Council was formed, in compliance with a recently passed law, for 
the purpose of conferring with the School Committee on a periodic basis re- 
garding student views of the educational system. 


For the first time an outside negotiator was employed by the School Com- 
mittee to conduct negotiations with the Hopedale Teachers Association. 
Attorney Robert S. Phillips is serving in that capacity during current talks. 


Considerable attention has been given to the impending change in the fiscal 
year cycle for municipalities in the Commonwealth, under which the new 
fiscal year runs from July 1 through June 30. In order to change over to that 
period an eighteen-month transition step is before us. 


The question of moving Hopedale's schools into a regional system with 
the towns of Mendon and Upton is a question which has concerned the Hopedale 
School Committee during 1972 and which should be resolved during the next 
several months. An in depth report on that subject is undoubtedly forthcoming 


from the Regional School Planning Committee which is currently dealing with 
this question. ety 


In closing, sincere thanks is extended to the members of the Hopedale 
School Committee, the entire staff and administration and to the citizens for 


their support in making the past year a successful and progressive one for 
this school system.

February 28, 1972 

Communication was received by Alfred Frechette, Comm- 
issioner D.P.H. relative to the hearing held January 5, 1972. 
In part the letter revealed that the site was limited in area, but 
that it could be engineered and developed for a sanitary landfill. 
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In September 


April 10, 1972 

A petition for a judicial review was argued before Judge 
John Meagher, Worcester Superior Court by Attorney Peter 
Casey, representing his petitioners and Attorney Robert 
Phillips acting Town Counsel. The petition for review was 
denied. 


November 3, 1972 

A letter was received from the D. P.H. regarding a solid 
waste plan of operation for a sanitary landfill by Farrar & 
Carty Inc., the letter in part, hereby approves the plan sub- 
ject to certain conditions. 


Presently the Town of Hopedale has still been able to utilize 

the Freedom Street site through the cooperation of N.A.R. One 
fire of suspicious origin was experienced August 18, 1972, since 
its conversion June, 1971. With the services of Gen-Wal Con- 
struction, Hopedale Fire Department and the Hopedale Road 
Commissioners and their employees, fast efficient work, con- 
trolled a problem that could have gone on for days. 


A petition was received by residents of Villa Drive seeking 


permission to tie in the Milford Sewerage System. In September 

a letter of approval was received from Thomas C. Mc Mahon, 
Commissioner of water Pollution Control granting these sewer 
permits. This matter was referred to the Hopedale Sewer Comm- 
issioners since it involves an agreement between the Milford 
Sewer Commissions and the Hopedale Sewer Commission. 


Several inspections were held at retail food establishments 

and all other facilities involving food handling service. During 
the course of our inspections one house was condemned. In 
September of 1972, a communication, concerning the ''Red Tide" 
emergency from Dr. William Bicknell, ordering the Board to 
carry out a ban on all soft shell clams and seafood was per- 
formed.

SANITATION OFFICER 


During the 1972 year, I investigated fifteen applications for 
sewage permits. Upon completion of the work connected with 
these applications, I conducted inspections. A total of $75.00 
from sewage permits was received and turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. | 


Because of a lack of heating and filth, I recommended to the 
board to condemn a home. The owner of the house is continuing 
work on cleaning the hoine, working toward correcting the exist- 
ing problems. 


I inspected four homes and ordered the owners to clean them 
up. Twenty-three people were apprehended by me for throwing 
rubbish to the side of the town's highways. The Police Depart- 
ment gave its cooperation in this work. 


Once again this year, I supervised the operation of the san- 
itary landfill operation located at the former Draper dump. One 
bad fire was experienced at the sanitary landfill site, which was 
believed to have been set by trespassers. 


Dead animals, seven dogs and five cats, picked up from the 
roads were buried by me during the year. 


In other animal related matters, disposal of sixteen cats 
which were being kept in their home was required by me of a 
family. 


One variance was granted to Cook Realty, according to the 
Article 11 Regulation 20-1 of the State Sanitary Code. I recomm- 
ended that the Board of Health grant this variance, which the 
Board did. 


I received several complaints that manhole covers were 
left off at the Milford Sewer Plant. The Milford Sewer Comm- 
issioners were notified of the complaints by me and they had 
them replaced. 


Sewer problems being experienced by residents of Villa 
Drive and South Main Street were turned over to the Hopedale 
Sewer Commissioners by the board during the year. 

Periodically during the swimming season I took samples of 
water at Hopedale Pond. Upon testing of the samples, all reports 
sent back from Rutland's Dept. of Public Health office, showed 
the water to be satisfactory for swimming purposes.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


During 1972, roads improved by resurfacing were Mill 
Street, Mendon Street and Mellen Street. Mendon Street was 
resurfaced from the Mendon Town Line to the Milford Town 
Line under Chapter 90 provisions. The total footage resurfaced 
on this street amounted to approximately 7000 feet. The third 
phase of Chapter 90 reconstruction was completed during the 
summer when 1900 feet of Dutcher Street was reconstructed. 
The Board hopes to continue this type of improvement under an 
eight year plan. 


Drainage improvements were made on Freedom Street, 
Dutcher Street and Mill Street. Sidewalks resurfaced included 
1800 feet on Hill and Cross Streets; 900 feet on eco 
Street and a small piece on Dutcher Street. 


Under Chapter 497 of the General Laws, 1900 feet of side- 
walk on Hopedale Street in the area of the Griffin Apartments 
and the Post Office, was reconstructed with granite curbing 
also being installed. The money for this project was provided 
under this Chapter of the General Laws. 


Constructed by the department was a roadway and improved 
drainage was located on a section off Overdale Parkway. 


During the year, a complete project of painting posts, 
guard rails, crosswalks and other traffic markings was accom- 
plished throughout the town. 


A two and one-half ton military vehicle was obtained from 
government surplus which has been converted to a sander and 
snow plow. 


The purchase of a 1972 International five ton dump truck 
with a all-wheel drive was approved by the annual March Town 
Meeting. This vehicle will replace the 1946 Walters Snow 
Fighter. 


During the year, numerous meetings were held in 
Worcester, Boston and Hopedale between the Road Commis- 
Sioners and state officials regarding the allotment of monies 
under Chapter 90. Also discussed were matters pertaining to 
construction of roads under this chapter.

Further investigation into Chapter 634 of the Acts of 1971 
is being conducted by Town Counsel at the request of the Road 
Commissioners. This Chapter provides for assistance to towns 
with bridges located therein by the state. Thus far, the legisla- 
tion has been passed, but funds have not been appropriated for 
implementation. ) 


In cooperation with the Board of Selectmen and in the in- 
terest of residents of the town, a public hearing was held in 
late fall to petition the Town of Milford to correct a drainage 
problem which exists, caused by construction in that town, 
which will, we feel, cause Hopedale severe flooding problems. 
The hearing followed site inspections with other town and state 
officials. Petitions objecting to this situation have been for- 
warded to several boards in the Town of Milford, as well as to 
several concerned state agencies. 


During 1972, the Highway Department barn was repainted 
and repairs were made to dormers and gutters at the barn. 


Acting in a dual roll as Sewer Commissioners, the Board 
of Road Commissioners, in an attempt to solve sewage problems 
for residents of Villa Drive and a section of South Main Street, 
met numerous times during 1972 with the Board of Sewer Com- 
missioners of the Town of Milford. 


Discussions on this matter have continued in the hope of 
obtaining permission from the Town of Milford to allow these 
homes to be tied into the Milford system. The matter was 
originally referred to the Road Commissioners by the Board of 
Health. 


The department, in cooperation with Draper Division North 
American Rockwell, flushed and cleaned sewer lines in the 
town during the year. 

The Board of Road Commissioners held 12 regular meet- 
ings and 24 work sessions during 1972. 


At this time, the Board wishes to express its sincere 
thanks and appreciation for the cooperation of all Town 
Officials and employees.

Activities such as Shuffleboard, Baseball, Tether Ball, Tennis, Girls Soft- 
ball, Intramural Basketball and Foul Shooting Contests were available. In 
addition, there were Bicycle Races, Doll Contests, a Balloon Launch, Bad- 
minton and Ping-Pong Tournaments, a Pie Eating Contest, Checker and 
Chess Tournaments, and a Fishing Derby. Always enjoyable to the youth are 
field excursions and this year, trips to Fenway Park and a Red Sox - Yankees 
game, to Longwood Cricket Club and Southwick Wild Animal Farm were all 
undertaken with much enthusiasm. The annual Parklands Picnic was enjoyed 
by nearly 70 youngsters and brought to a close the summer park activities. 


BATH HOUSE : 


The swimming program, under the watchful eyes of our qualified Red 
Cross instructors, was again very successful. The instructors, together 
with our staff arranged competition between our swimming team and teams 
from surrounding towns. 


There was a total of 7395 checking into the Bath House during the past 
summer. This shows a decrease of approximately 4600 bathers from 1972. 
It is felt, however, the decrease was due to the excessive weed growth and 
also to some stretches of unseasonably cool weather. The availability of the 
State Swimming Pool also have been a factor. Despite this reduction in 
bathers, however, there were 99 who passed swimming instructions. This 
represents only 7 less than in 1971 and it is felt that with better water con- 
ditions, there will be a significant increase in 1973. 
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WEED CONTROL PROGRAM 


Through the generosity of the Community House, and at considerable 
savings to the tax payers, a Weed Control Program was initiated by Allied 
Biological Control Corporation and through a series of treatments, they were 
able to bring the problem under control. This was the first of a three stage 
program that has been recommended by The Allied Biological Control Corp. 
and taken under advisement by the Park Commissioners. The Commissioners 
feel certain the townspeople join them in a very special ''Thank You" to the 
Community House. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS 


The Arts and Crafts program at both Town Park and South End Park were 
greeted with much enthusiasm. The hard work and creativity of the staff 
continues to serve as both instructional and enjoyable to the youth of our 
town. 


SPECIAL THANKS 


Our most sincere appreciation to the Milford National Guard for their 
assistance with the grading of the baseball field at South End Park this past 
Spring and for the grading work done on portions of the parkland roadways. 
Our gratitude also, to the Hopedale Fire Department for their recent effort 
in flooding Hopedale Pond in an attempt to improve ice skating conditions 
and to the School Department for providing transportation facilities through 
the summer. 


We also wish to express our gratitude to the Town Hall staff, whose 
diligent work and cooperation throughout the year has been of great assistance 
to the Park Commissioners. 


The quality and scope of our Summer Program is a direct result of our 
taxpayers, without whose support, it would not be possible. The Park Com- 
missioners feel the townspeople should be proud of what their taxes have 
achieved. Our monthly meetings, held on the first Tuesday of each month, 
are open to the public for any discussions or suggestions on improvements 
or expansions to our program.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 87th annual report. 


During the year, the Bancroft Memorial Library and its Branch at 
South Hopedale have continued to serve the public in every way possible. The 
circulation for the year is 48, 415 which shows a slight increase over 1971. 
The Library is used extensively for reference and information. 


There were 130 new borrowers registered during the year, 61 in the 
Children's Room, 62 in the Adult section and 7 at the Branch. 


A summer program for grades 4, 5 and 6 was held, called the ''Book 
Worm". ''Busy Bees" certificates were presented to 33 children of Grades 
1, 2 and 3, stating the number of books read during the summer. Twenty- 
five Reading Certificates were presented to Mrs. Behren's 6th grade class. 


National Library week was observed in April, with both adult and child- 
ren's books on display. Third grade classes visited the Children's Room on 
April 26 and 27. On May 30, Mrs. O'Connor brought her 5th grade class and 
on June 6, Mrs. Wells' First grade class visited. Children's Book Week was 
observed in November with both adult and children's books again on display. 
Mrs. Hattersley, the Children's Librarian visited the 5th and 6th grades to 
give some short reviews of the new books. Other classes who have visited 
the library are Mrs. Vignone's 3rd grade class in October; Mr. Packard's 
6th grade class in November and Mrs. Behren's 6th grade class in December. 


Three story hours were held during school vacations in February, April 
and December. 


The Librarian gave book reviews at the Middlesex Simmons Club in Nov- 
ember. The Librarian and the Children's Librarian gave book reviews at the 
Women's Society of the Milford Congregational Church, also, in November. 


Mrs. Margaret Foster resigned from the Board of Trustees in August 
and Mrs. Barbara Turner was appointed to fill out her unexpired term. Miss 
Susan Cervassi, our Children's Room assistant, left in September to enter 
Simmons College and Miss Cynthia Mendykowski, a junior at the Hopedale 
Junior-Senior High School was appointed to take her place. 


In addition to our records which we can borrow from the Central Region- 
al Library in Worcester, we will now have available Talking Books to be used 
by the blind or people who are handicapped and unable to hold regular books. 
We also have a Talking Book Machine record player, which may be borrowed 
from the Library. We are still furnished with books by the Bookmobile which 
visits us on a monthly basis. Films are still available from the Worcester 
Library and many new titles have been added. 


We again wish to acknowledge the many gifts of books and magazines 
which the townspeople have given to us. 


The Library hopes to serve you in more and better ways in 1973. My 
heartfelt thanks go to the Staff and the Board of Trustees for their coopera- 
tion and support.
